States and the manner in which they 
were acquired are the following: 

Alaska, purchased from Russia In 
1SG7, for $7,200,000. 

Hawaii, annexed in 1S08, at the re¬ 
quest of the people of Hawaii. 

Porto Rico, ceded by Spain at the 
conclusion of the Spanlsh-Amerlcan 
war. 

Virgin Islands of the United States, 
consisting of the more westerly of the 
Virgin island group In the West Indies, 
the other being British. These islands 
were formerly known as the British 
West Indies, and were purchased from 
Denmark in 1917 for $25,000,000. 

The Philippines, taken from Spain 
by the Spanlsh-Amerlcan war, $20,000,- 
000 being paid in settlement. 

Guam, an island of the Mariana 
archipelago in the Pacific, also ceded 
by Spain In ISOS. 

American Samoa, consisting of four 
islands of the Samoa group In the 
South Pacific. From 1889 to 1900 the 
United States, Germany and Great 
Britain exercised a kind of joint pro¬ 
tectorate over Samoa. In 1900, follow¬ 
ing the overthrow of the native king, 
the islands were divided between this 
country and Germany, by agreement 
among the powers.—Cleveland Plain 
Dealer. 


65,000-Year-01d Monster 

A 05,000-year-old prehistoric mon¬ 
ster, a relic of the days when semi- 
tropical waters covered most of Man¬ 
itoba with their ooze, is on exhibition 
at the Winnipeg museum. The skele¬ 
ton of the reptile was found on ths 
banks of the Abissibolne river neui 
Treherxe.

The subject of this lesson ns chosen 
by the lesson committee needs to be 
most rigidly held to Its place as set 
forth in the Scriptures. The lesson 
should not be taught in a general way 
as pertaining to vision nnd service. 
The particular vision herein SPt forth 
Is the unveiling of the majestic per¬ 
son of the Son of God, with an epit¬ 
ome of the messianic kingdom. 

Jesus took with him Peter, James, 
nnd John, and went into the mount 
to pray. His chief aim in retirement 
was to get the disciples into a state 
of receptivitiy so that he might show 
them the reality and method of his 
kingdom. Before going into the mount 
he declared that there were some 
standing In his presence who would 
not taste death until they should see 
the Son of man coming in his kingdom 
(Luke 0:27; cf. Matt. 10:28). That 
their drooping spirits might be revived 
and their confidence restored, he was 
transfigured before them. Two men 
from the upper world were sent 
to converse with him about his ap¬ 
proaching death in Jerusalem (v. 81) — 
the very thing about which the dis¬ 
ciples refused to talk. Then, too. 
God’s own voice was beard in words 
of approval of Christ’s course, direct¬ 
ing them to hear the Master. Surely 
now they cannot doubt his ability to 
carry to execution his kingdom plans. 
The purpose, then, of the transfigura¬ 
tion was to give the disciples a fore- 
gleam of the coming kingdom, to en¬ 
able them to see the kingdom In its 
embryonic form. That this is true Is 
not only shown by the context and 
circumstances, but by the inspired In¬ 
terpretation of one who was with him 
nnd knew all that transpired isee II 
Pet. 1:1G 19, R. V.). Let us, there¬ 
fore. note the outstanding features of 
| the kingdom as displayed In the trans¬ 
figuration. 

I. Jesus Christ the Glorified King 
on Mount Zion (vv. 28. 29). 

Jesus glorified on the mount to which 
they went to pray was Intended to 
symbolize the messianic kingdom as it 
will be when Christ returns literally 
to the Mount of Olives In Jerusalem 
(Zech. 14:4-17). 

II. The Glorified Saints With Christ 

j (vv. 20, 31). 

1. Moses, who was once denied en¬ 
trance Into Palestine, appears now In 
glory, representing the Redeemed of 
the Lord who after death shall pass 
into the kingdom. Many thousands of 
the redeemed have fallen asleep, and 
at the coming of the Lord shall be 
awakened to appear in the kingdom 
with him. 

2. Elijah, now glorified, represents 
the redeemed who shall pass Into the 
kingdom through translation. Many 
shall he living upon the earth when 
the Lord comes, and shall, without 
dying, he changed, and thus pass into 
the kingdom (1 Cor. 15:50-53; I Thess. 
4:14-18). 

I 3. The topic of conversation (v. 31). 

| It was the death of Christ, the very 
. thing the disciples refused to believe. 

III. Israel in the Flesh In Connec¬ 
tion With the Kingdom, Represented 
by Peter, James, and John (v. 28). 

Israel shall be called from their hid¬ 
ing place among the nations of the 
earth and shall be gathered to Jesus 
Christ, the King, as the central peo¬ 
ple In the kingdom (Ezek. 37:21-27). 
Christ Is the King of the Jews. 

1. Peter’s proposal to build three 
tabernacles (v. 83). The Feast of the 
Tabernacles looked forward to the 
glorious reign of Christ. Peter caught 
a glimpse of the significance of 
the transfiguration. His proposition 
showed that he apprehended the 
meaning of the Feast of the Taber¬ 
nacles and. therefore, his proposition 
substantially was, "The millennium is 
come: let us celebrate." 

2. The divine voice (v. 35). At this 
time God himself uttered words which 
assured them that the transfigured one 
was his Son. Jesus Christ. 

IV. The Multitude at the Foot of the 
Mount (vv. 37-43), 

The people here were grievously op¬ 
pressed by the devil, as Illustrated by 
the deiuou-posseused lad. There are 
limes when the devil Is especially ac¬ 
tive In the affairs of men. The mul¬ 
titude at the foot of the mount Is rep¬ 
resentative of the nations which shall 
be brought into the kingdom which 
shall be established over Israel (Isa. 
11:1012).

Jured by the severe cold weather. 

Farmers who are depending upon 
getting corn from the crib should by 
all means make a test of this corn, 
says the statement. In many instances 
it Is almost certain that germination 
will be low. 

To make a preliminary test, It Is 
suggested that 8 or 10 grains be 
j shelled from each of 40 to 50 ears 
I selected at random. Mix these grains 
together and sprout In sand or be¬ 
tween damp cloths. Be sure that the 
! grains are kept moist and that the 
room Is warm. 

If less than 75 to 80 percent of the 
seeds germinate, the corn is not fit 
for seed and efforts should be made 
to obtain old cotn from the 1934 crop, 
or an individual ear test should be 
made of the 1935 crop so that good 
seed ears could he picked out. 

Everyone who has old corn on hand 
ought to keep this for seed, as there 
is likely to be a serious shortage of 
good seed corn this year. It is believed

KENTUCKY FARM NEWS 

“Our men folk are more in 
sympathy with our work since we 
have studied foods.” declare Simpson 
county homemakers. Meal planning, 
recipes, meat canning, and salads 
have occupied their time during the 
past month. 

Pearl Cole, uu Estill county farmer, 
is keeping records on his poultry flock 
of 500 White Leghorns, lie lias ar¬ 
ranged for at least 1,000 birds to be 
blood-tested in the county. Poultry 
schools arc also being planned. 

Ohio county farmers are using CCC 
workers to aid them in drainage work. 
One hundred fifty farmers attended u 
meeting, 7i of them representing 14 j 
districts subject to a ditch tax, and 
voted to furnish a drag line so work 
could start at once. 

Dairying has received impetus in 
Graves county from the representa¬ 
tive of the Pet Mdk company, who 
works in cooperation with the county 
farm agent. Soil improvement, letter 
pastures, improved feeding methods 
and better breeding are 1930*goals. 

Herman Combs of Perry county is 
finding his flock of 50 White Leghorns 
a paying proposition. He cleared $10 
last month above expenses. He has 
held production steady during cold 
weather by careful feeding and keep¬ 
ing the hens confined in a laying 
house. 

T n Christian county, where home 
makers have followed food project 
suggestions, health is much improved. 
More fruit, leafy vegetables, and milk 
in the diet have resulted in better 
digestion and fewer colds. 

It. H. Flynn of Pulaski county has 
u purebred Chester White sow which 
made an exceptional record lust year 
in producing strong, healthy pigs. 
She farrowed 43 pigs; 32 were raised 
successfully. 7 were killed, ami 4 were 
given away. 

Grow Cover Crop with Lespedeza 

Experiments being made at the 
Kentucky agricultural experiment sta¬ 
tion show that great losses of nitro¬ 
gen may occur where lespedeza is 
grown without grass or a cover crop 
of winter grain following it. 

Lcsi>edeza was grown in soil two 
feet deep in tanks so that all the 
water that passed thru the soil could 
be caught, to determine the amount 
of liitrogeu it contained. The tank in 
which lespedeza was left on the 
ground and disked into the soil on 
Oct. 1, 1934, lost 127 pounds of nitro¬ 
gen per acre by Juuc 3u. From the 
tank in which the lespedeza was left 
staudiug without disking into the 
soil, the rate of loss was 50 pounds 
per acre. From tin* tuuk in which the 
lespedeza was disked into the soil on 
Oet. 1 and rye seeded, the rate of 
loss was 2 pounds i»er here. In another 
tank the lespedeza was harvested on 
Sept. I and the soil left undisturbed; 
this tank lost nitrogen at the rate of 
22 pounds per acre. 

While u natural soil would not lose 
so much nitrogeu as is lost from the 
tanks, because more water runs off , 
and not so much passes thur the soil, 
there is no doubt that the relative 
losses would be about the same on 
a natural soil. 

When white clover was grown alone 
the loss for the same period was 22 
pounds per acre, but where bluegrass 
was grown with the white clover, the 
loss was only 4 isniuds. It appears 
from these results that the growing 
Of a gruss with legumes is highly 
effective for conserving nitrogeu. 

Tests Urged for Seed Coni 

In a statement urging furmers to 
test seed corn this sprlug, the college 
of agriculture, university of Kentucky, 
notes that much of the 1935 crop con¬ 
tained a lurge percentage of moisture 1 
when cribbed, uud that germination I 
but undoubtedly been seriously in 


Errors of commission und omission 
[are twin evils. By the same token, 
the commission of good deeds and the 
omission of had ones are partners in 
the good life. 

The late legislature made some 
errors of omission. It failed to do all 
the things that could und should be 
done, all the things the governor and 
its members wanted to do. But one of 
its “omissions" certainly was not of 
the erroneous type. 

That laudable omission was failing 
to repeal the law which after 1937 
merges the offices of sheriff and jailer. 

The legislature "omitted” to repeal 
this just and money saving law, but 
not as passively and easily as the 
word indicates. There was a fight 
wuged to separate the two offices, but 
it failed. 

Where two offices now flourish but 
one will be in 1938. Kentucky then 
will to that extent join other states 
in progress toward administrative 
reform. The taxpayer to that extent 
will profit.—Floyd County Times.

I T is a peculiar fact that there Is 
no poem in existence, no poem, 
that is, which is widely and per¬ 
manently quoted, to George Wash¬ 
ington. the Father of Our Country, 
although there have been inspired 
orations about him. 

“America has furnished to the 
world the character of Washing¬ 
ton. And if our American institu¬ 
tions had done nothing else, that 
alone would have entitled them to 
the respect of mankind." said the 
tfreat Daniel Webster in his ad¬ 
dress on laying the corner stone 
of the Bunker Hill Monument in 
1825. 

“There he lived in noble sim¬ 
plicity. there he died in glory and 
peace,” said Edward Everett, re¬ 
ferring to Mount Vernon in his 
oration there on the character of 
Washington. "While it stands, the 
latent generations of the grateful 
children of America will make 
this pilgrimage to it as a shrine; 
and when it shall fall, if fall it 
must, the memory and name of 
Washington sliall shed an eternal 
glory on the spot." 

Honored Throughout the World 

All histories praise the charac¬ 
ter of this famous soldier and 
statesman. Philip Merivale. an 
Englishman, played the role of 
George Washington magnificently 
In the play "Valley Forge" which 
had a long run In New Y’ork a 
year or two ago. and there is even 
a statue erected to George Wash¬ 
ington in Trafalgar Square in 
London. England, which was a 
gift from the State of Virginia in 
1922. But no poet’s pen has proved 
equal to the task of writing a 
poem that gives us the true char¬ 
acter and atmosphere of this wise, 
brave, benevolent and far-seeing 
man. 


Many of us do honor to him also 
on his birthday, February twenty- 
second. by giving dinners and sup¬ 
pers in his memory. It is obvi¬ 
ously impossible to suggest the 
name of a bard capable of writing 
such a poem, but it is possible to 
make some suggestions about an 
appropriate George Washington 
supper.

Creole Chicken in Croustadcs ; 
Sautd one tablespoon chopped 
onion in two tablespoons butter, 
add three tablespoons flour and 
stir smooth. Add contents of a 
4 2>-3 ounce can chicken broth, and 
cook until creamy. Add one cup 
canned tomato, salt and pepper 
to taste, the cut up contents of a 
12 -ounce can chicken, one-fourth 
cup diced celery and one teaspoon 
lemon juice. Serve hot in toast 
croustndes or on toast points. 
Serves six. 

Washington Cherry Cream 
Tarts: Scald one and a half cups 
milk in double boiler.

Substitute Farm Bill 
Passed by Senate 

T EN days of hot debate In the sen¬ 
ate culminated In the passage of 
the administration’s substitute farm 
hill by a vote of 30 to 20. and It was 
hurried over to the house with the 
prospect of quirk approval by that 
body. 

Attacked by Republicans ns a sub¬ 
terfuge to get around the Supreme 
court AAA decision, and frankly con¬ 
ceded by Democrats to be a mensnrp 
indirectly continuing control of farm 
production, the soil erosion hill would 
accomplish Its objective as follows: 

The secretary of agriculture would 
be empowered to make benefit pay¬ 
ments to farmers who voluntarily co¬ 
operate with the government’s sugges¬ 
tions on retiring certain land from pro¬ 
duction to conserve Its fertility.

The legal right of the federal gov¬ 
ernment to acquire and own transmis 
slon lines to a market for surplus en¬ 
ergy—never before directly passed 
upon by the United States Supreme 
court—was ruled upon In the affirma¬ 
tive. Unanswered Is the question of 
what constitutes surplus power. 

Among the chief points In the ma¬ 
jority opinion were these: 

The government had full authority 
to build Wilson dam—keystone of 
TV A. 

Congress has undisputed power to 
order disposal of electricity developed 
at the dam. 

The government acted legally In 
building or obtaining through purchase 1 
from private companies certain trans | 
mission lines to transport power to a 1 
wider market. 

The government has the same right 
to dispose of surplus power as it would 
have to dispose of copper, gold, and | 
minerals on public lands.

“1/ under the thin mask of dispos- 
Ing of property the United States can 
enter the business of generating, trans¬ 
mitting and selling power, as. when

Chairman Frank R. McNinch of the 
federal power commission said the 
TVA decision “settles nil questions of 
constitutionality of such federal proj¬ 
ects as Brand Coulee, Bonneville and 
Fort Pock.”
